CONDITIONS OF SALE. 


I. THE highest bidder to he the buyer, and if any 
disjiute shall arise, the lot in dispute must be put up again. 

II. No person to advance less than six-pence ; above a 
pound, one shilling; above Jive pounds, two shillings and 
six-pence ; and so on in proportion. 

III. Every purchaser to pay down Jive shillings in the 
pound as a deposit in part payment of each lot. 

IE. The lots to be taken away with all faults, at the 
expense of the purchaser, within one day after the sale, 
and the remainder of the purchase money to be paid on or 
bej'ore delivery.
